Six grant pgms. available 
for tob. dependent farmers 



Applications from the Morgan 
County Agricultural Development 
Council for six more improvement 
grants will be made available beginning 
next Monday, July 23. Grants to be of- 
fered include Cattle Handling Facilities, 
Commercial Sorghum & Strawberry 
Production, Livestock Fencing, Forage 
Improvement and Hay Storage. 

New this funding cycle is the stipu- 
lation that these grants will only be made 
available to those persons who can docu- 
ment dependency on income derived 
from tobacco by supplying one of the 
following: a current marketing contract, 
a copy of a Phase II Transition check/ 
contract or a copy of a lump sum buyout 
contract/check. Sons and daughters of 
farmers with proof of dependence on 
tobacco income are eligible to apply as 
well — as long as they have a separate 
Farm Serial Number and show proof of 
their parent’s dependency. 

Farmers will rank one through six the 
programs that they are most interested 
in receiving. Due to limited funds, ap- 
plications will be ranked to fund the 
most farmers possible. If applicants have 
received funds for fencing or hay stor- 
age within the last 18 months, they will 
not be eligible again for these programs, 
but are eligible for the other programs 
offered. There is a $15,000 lifetime limit 
per program area. 

Grant amounts for each program will 
vary, but still must be matched dollar for 
dollar on a cost share basis. For example, 



if you are approved for $1,000 in fund- 
ing, you must spend $2,000 with docu- 
mented receipts to be reimbursed 
$1,000. All projects must fall within the 
state guidelines adopted by the Morgan 
County Agricultural Development 
Council as outlined in the application 
packet. 

Applications can be found at the 
Morgan County Extension Office (110 
Court Street), the Morgan County Judge 
Executive’s Office (450 Prestonsburg 
Street), and farm stores beginning July 
23. All grants must be postmarked by 
August 10 and mailed to the County 
Judge’s office 450 Prestonsburg Street, 
West Liberty, Ky. 41472. Applications 
must be fully completed and a farm se- 
rial number must be supplied. Hand de- 
livered applications will not be accepted. 
Delivery confirmation is high encour- 
aged. 

Mandatory educational meetings will 
be offered by the Extension Service. The 
dates of these meetings will be an- 
nounced in the approval letter. The 
Council will meet monthly September 
through December on the second Mon- 
day to approve receipts. Payment from 
the Morgan County Fiscal Court which 
is serving as the administering agency, 
will be made within thirty days of noti- 
fication from the Council. Receipts must 
submitted by December 7, 2007, for re- 
imbursement. Reimbursement will not 
be made until all required report forms

The Board of Education has es- 
tablished demographic boundaries 
for attendance during the 2007-2008 
school term at West Liberty Elemen- 
tary and the new Morgan Central El- 
ementary at Greear. 

Attending Morgan Central El- 
ementary will be 94 students who 
would have been enrolled at Can- 
nel City Elementary, which is being 
closed at the end of the current term, 
44 incoming kindergarten students, 
62 students who reside on Wells 
Hill/Liberty Road, 55 students from 
the Grassy Creek area; 37 students 
who reside in West Liberty south of 
Prestonsburg Street/Keeton Heights, 
17 CCES and 16 EES students who 
would have attending WLES, for a 
total of 325. 

The approximately 105 students 
who would have been enrolled next 
year in Wrigley Elementary School, 
which is also being closed at the end 
of the current term, will attend West 
Liberty Elementary along with 34 
incoming kindergarten students, 8 
EVES students attending WLES, 37 
students who reside on U.S. 460 east 
of West Liberty, 48 students who re- 
side in West Liberty north of Old 
Mill Park on Prestonsburg Street, 
Old Ky. 172, and Old Ky. 7, for a 
total of 232. 



Morgan man in 
stable condition 
after being shot 

Shooter was defending 
himself as victim almost 
hit him in pickup truck 

A Morgan County man was shot sev- 
eral times Sunday afternoon after he 
threatened and attempted to run down 
the shooter in a pickup truck. 

State police said Okie Fannin drove 
past the residence of his ex-wife, 
Tameila Burchett, and placed a threat- 
ening phone call to her current husband, 
Charles Burchett, later showing up at 
Burchett’s home on Highway 589 at ap- 
proximately 4:49 p.m. 

According to the police report, 
Fannin drove a 1979 Ford pickup truck 
through Burchett’s yard, turned around, 
drove directly toward Burchett and al- 
most struck him. 

Police said Burchettt fired several 
shots from a .357 magnum in an attempt 
to defend himself, striking Fannin sev- 
eral times. Fannin left the scene and 
wrecked several miles down the road. 

Fannin was airlifted to Lexington’s 
University of Kentucky Medical Center, 
where he is currently listed in stable con- 
dition. No arrests have b2een made. 

The commonwealth’s attorney has 
been notified of the case, which will be 
presented to a Morgan County grand 
jury. The incident remains under inves- 
tigation by KSP Detective Toby Gardner. 



Fiscal Ct. goes 
to work with 
skimpy budget 

Faced with a skimpy budget, the Mor- 
gan County Fiscal Court at its regular 
meeting Monday, July 9, set aside 
$2,000 from the county’s general fund 
needed to help purchase patching mate- 
rial for three roads recommended for re- 
pair by Judge Executive Tim Conley. 
They are the Butch Hamilton Road, the 
Spaws Creek Road, and the Straight 
Creek Road. 

The magistrates also delved into its 
unappropriated general fund monies for 
$2,500 to complete repairs on the 
Clayton Dulen Bridge on Route 437. 

Also, the court voted to reapply for 
all severance tax money and other fund- 
ing frozen earlier to meet an end of the 
fiscal year-budget crisis, including 
$25,000 for repair and upkeep of the 
Morgan County ARH Hospital, $20,000 
to provide grants to four local fire de- 
partments that did not share in the an- 
nual $5,000 Emergency Services Grants 
allotted earlier because of the budget cri- 
sis. They are the Hwy 172, Peddler Gap, 
White Oak, and Blackwater depart- 
ments. 

The court also authorized architect

still just a freshman,” Norman 
said. “And to Jared’s credit, he 
understands why the decision 
was made and he’s okay with it. 
And I’m okay with having a 
freshman with Jared’s abilities at 
backup, but it’s not fair on him 
to make him the starter.” 

As for Havens, the Cougar 
coach says he is what he is, a run- 
ning quarterback.

"Mr. Wildcat" 

While covering a Reds’ game 
in Cincinnati two weeks ago, I 
caught up with UK basketball 
equipment manager Bill 
Keightley — better known around 
here parts as ?Mr. Wildcat.” Al- 
though we were both in the 
Queen City to watch the Reds, 
our conversation immediately 
shifted to Wildcat basketball. 

The one thing you can count 
on from Mr. Keightley is honesty.

The players 
joined A. J. Stewart and Mike 
Williams, who had both signed 
the dotted line under former 
Wildcat coach Tubby Smith. 

“Billy Gillispie can recruit 
players — and good players at 
that,” Keightley said. “Any man 
good enough to bring in that kind 
of talent can coach them, too. I 
like what I’ve seen out of Billy 
and I think he’ll do a good job.” 

Patterson finished his senior 
season at Huntington High 
School rated as the number two 
power forward in the nation, as 
well as a top 15 overall prospect. 
He ended a lengthy recruiting 
process by committing to the Big 
Blue on the final day of the sign- 
ing period. Gillispie called 
Patterson’s signing “a great day 
for Kentucky basketball.” 

Legion was Gillispie ’s very 
first signee at UK. The forward 
had originally inked with Michi- 
gan in the fall before receiving 
his release after the Wolverines 
fired head coach Tommy 
Amaker. For Gillispie, 
Michigan’s loss was Kentucky’s

Special Legislative Session 
Tragedy For Taxpayers

The comedy of errors that the 
special legislative session Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher called is rapidly 
turning into a tragedy - at least 
for the Kentucky taxpayers who 
are paying 138 lawmakers to do 
absolutely nothing at the tune of 
about $60,000 a day. 



If they return July 30 as 
Fletcher has ordered them, leg- 
islators will have collected more 
than $1 million in pay and ex- 
penses while they were at home 
cooling off, in the governor’s 
words. 



It turns out the resolution 
passed by the House rejecting 
pay the day it met for an hour and 
promptly adjourned as unconsti- 
tutional because the General As- 
sembly can pass only legislation 
in special session specifically in- 
cluded in the governor’s agenda. 

So now Fletcher’s latest offi- 
cial call for them to return July 
30 includes a provision for reject- 
ing the pay they have not earned, 
and it is a safe bet it will be the 
very first bill passed by both the 
House and Senate by unanimous 
votes. 

Indeed, the pay issue guaran- 
tees House Democrats will return 
to the Capitol July 30. To do oth- 
erwise would be political suicide 
for them. 

But there is nothing to prevent 
them from passing the pay rejec- 
tion and once again adjourning. 

That, as intended, leaves 
Fletcher empty-handed from the 
standpoint of tax incentives for 
new coal conversion plants, de- 
nial of health insurance benefits 
for domestic partners of public 
employees, tax breaks for the ac- 
tive duty military and mor than 
$400 million in construction 
projects largely for university 
campuses. 

It renders the Republican-con- 
trolled Senate, which 
rubberstamped all those issues in 
a one-day session last Monday, a 
fairly toothless tiger for once, a 
situation Senate President David 
Williams will not like in the least. 

So, what happens July 30 if 
the House simply votes once 
again to adjourn? 

Fletcher cannot send state 
troopers into every House district 
to arrest Democratic state repre- 
sentatives and return them forc- 
ibly to the Capitol. 



There is an old political axiom 
here that with 51 votes in the 
House and 20 in the Senate, the 
General Assembly can move the 
Capitol wherever it wants. That 
can now be updated to read with 
5 1 votes in the House, the politi- 
cal aspirations of a governor run- 
ning for re-election can be 
brought up short. 

But while the House may be 
successful in making Fletcher 
appear feckless and weak, it also 
is coming across as petulant and 
petty. 

That is why House Speaker 
Jody Richards and other Demo- 
cratic leaders should settle down 
and negotiate seriously with 
Fletcher and Williams about a 
reasonable agenda for a special 
session. 

There are growing questions 
about the viability of these coal 
conversion plants, but the tax 
breaks being proposed come into 
play only if the plants are built. 
If the whole thing turns into a 
house of cards that collapses, no 
tax breaks. 

And a number of construction 
projects on Fletcher’s agenda 
have been approved by the House 
and Senate already. It was 
Fletcher who vetoed them last 
year and at this point, everyone 
knows that. If he had not vetoed 
them, he would be handing out 
the oversized checks anyway. 

Junk the projects not already 
approved and send the domestic 
partners issue packing (it was, 
after all, Fletcher’s appointees to 
the University of Fouisville and 
University of Ketucky boards of 
trustees who approved them). 

Finally, surely active-duty 
Kentucky military men and 
women have enough on their 
minds without becoming politi- 
cal pawns in a silly tug-of-war 
between Democrats and Repub- 
licans in the General Assembly 
and their respective party head- 
quarters. 

Of course, this whole mess 
could end up in court, but it is 
unlikely the judiciary is in the 
mood to order the House to do 
what 51 of its members do not 
want to do. Besides, the Novem- 
ber election will be over before 
all the various parties file their 
briefs on the matter. 

And make no mistake: It is 
that November election this en- 
tire sorry episode is all about.

School Board Votes

On June 25, 2007, the Morgan County Board of 
Education held a special meeting. At that meeting there were 
two major issues discussed: 

1. The hiring of an assistant superintendent. 

2. The renewing of Mr. Gold’s contract for another year, 
which will take his contract through the 2009 school 
year. 

I want to let you the citizens of Wrigley and West Liberty 
Ward 3 who voted for me know where I stand on these 
issues. The vote was three to two in favor of the two issues, 
with Mr. Nunnery and myself voting NO on both issues. 

My feeling is that there is no need for an assistant super- 
intendent at this time. The enrollment in the Morgan County 
school system has declined by a 2 percent rate per year and 
is projected to continue at this pace for the next 10 years. 
Mr. Gold has been employed as superintendent for the last 
several years without the use of an assistant superintendent. 

I also voted NO on the rehiring of Mr. Gold’s yearly 
contract. Mr. Gold has filled several school positions with 
people who do not live in Morgan County. I am very strongly 
against this practice. Morgan County has qualified people 
needing these positions in our school system. 

My suggestion to all the citizens of Morgan County is to 
attend the school board meetings. These meetings are held 
the second Monday of each month at 6:30 p.m. in the 
basement of the central office building, located beside the 
Community Center.
